breakdown, “ due largely to his ef­ 
forts for world peace.’* The resolu­ 
tions were adopted at the commit­ 
tee’s quadrennial meeting to select 
a time and place for the 1920 con­ 
vention. 
The choice w ill be made late to­ 
day with San Francisco and K an ­ 
sas City being chief contenders. 
The delegation working 
for San 
Francisco as the 1920 convention 
city of the democrats went into to­ 
day's meeting of the national com­ 
mittee declaring they were abso­ 
lutely assured 
that the 
Pacific 
coast city would win. 
Supporters 
of Kansas C ity were not so opti­ 
mistic, but said they still had a 
chance. 
Chicago was the first to present 
its claims for the national conven­ 
tion. 
Chicago’s offer was outbid by 
the San Francisco boosters, who 
proffered 
a guaranteed 
sum of 
$125,000 for expenses, the free use 
of the municipal auditorium seat 
ing from 15,000 to 18.000 and addi­ 
tional funds for entertaining pur­ 
poses. 
The case for Kansas City was 
presented by Fred Flem ing. Repre­

A. Jenkins, publisher of the Kansas

Breckenridge

third assistant secretary of state, 
and B. F. Amidon, national com­ 
mitteeman for Kansas. 
The city 
offered a guarantee of $50,000 and 
free use of convention hall. 
Dr. Jenkins, pointing 
out that 
Kansas City lay in the center of a 
group of doubtful states, declared: 
“ W h ile m y heart w'ould say let’s go 
to Kansas City, my head would say 
let’s go to Kansas City.** 
Mr. Clark said aw^ard of the con 
vention to Kansas City would cheer 
up every democrat from the Missis­ 
sippi to the hills of the Rockies.
